Prof. Garreau awarded community block 

postponed indefinitely

A program that would 
establish a community block 
at UMass Lowell, originally 
slated to begin next semester, 
has been postponed indefinite¬ 
ly, its future to be decided by 
a committee. The committee, 
though its composition has yet 
to be officially determined, 
will likely consist of faculty 
union representatives, student 
representatives, and delegates 
from the Office of Student 
Records, according to Janet 
King, the Registrar and 
Director of Student Records. 

The community block 
would provide an hour and a 
half break twice a week on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays, 
probably mid-day, on both 
campuses. No classes would 
be scheduled, partly so that 
“activities and club meetings 

pation/* according to L^IL 
Student Trustee Rosie 
Lankowski. She and other 
members of the Student 
Government Association were 
pioneers in presenting the pro¬ 
posal for the community 
block. 

“The scheduling matrix was 
too difficult,” said Janice 
Stecchi, Dean of the College 
of Health Professions. Stecchi 
believes the committee will 
need to discuss the possible 
“ramifications” of the commu¬ 


nity block. Within her own 
department, Stecchi believes 
there would be severe sched¬ 
uling conflicts. Many students 
in Health Professions partici¬ 
pate in “clinical practices,” 
typically held off campus on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays, 
around the same time as when 
the community block was pro¬ 
posed to be. Stecchi fears that 
these students would need 
some kind of waiver to excuse 
tjiem from the community 
block in order to continue 
their clinical studies. Many 
Health students, she says, 
“were unhappy” at the 
prospect of the community 
hour and how it may impact 
their schedules. 

King thinks, “The idea was 
presented too quickly” and 
believes the program was 
postponed to avoid creating 
scheduling problems for stu¬ 
dents and faculty. 

Additionally, she feels that 
“more time is needed to digest 
the Information*^ Il0out ffis* 
program before it can be 
implemented. 

There are currently no 
planned dates for the commit¬ 
tee to meet. Until the matter 
can be discussed fully, the 
community block will remain 
off next semester’s schedule. 
In the meantime, it is suggest¬ 
ed that students take a 
moment to voice their opinion 
on the subject to help the 
committee make a more 
informed decision.

It is little wonder that 
Dr. Joseph Garreau has 
been selected for inclu¬ 
sion in the seventh edi¬ 
tion of Whos Who 
Among America s 
Teacher 5 . 2002. After 
all, his achievements 
and credentials read 
like an educational 
almanac on two conti¬ 
nents. Educated both in 
France and the United 
Slates. Monsieur 
Garreau continues his 
pursuit of learning with 
current interests in 
Northern European lan¬ 
guages. such as Dutch, 

Swedish, and Danish. 

Perhaps it is his eagerness to 
continue his own studies that 
enable him to relate to his stu¬ 
dents’ needs so well. His 
unyielding willingness to adapt 
to the ever-changing educational 
environment has certainly attrib¬ 
uted to his youthful exuberance. 
As one of his students put it. “I 
doif t know where he gets ah 
that energy. He seems so excited 
just to be teaching.” 

Honored and respected by fel¬ 
low educators around the world. 
Monsieur Garreau could very 
well be considered UML’s 
ambassador of foreign culture 
and good will. In fact, he recent¬ 
ly returned from a worldwide 
symposium in France where he 
w as selected to speak on the 
future of French language in 
Europe and America. Who bet¬ 
ter to represent both countries? 

Aside from being honored by 
America’s Who*s Who., in 1990 


Monsieur Garreau was awarded 
“Les Palmes Academiques” by 
the French Minister of 
Education for “services rendered 
to French culture.” 

Monsieur Garreau has been 
teaching at UML for 35 years 
and was the chairperson of the 
Language Department for five 
of those years. Specializing in 
Romance philology \L<iiin lor 
love of learning), he received 
his Ph.D. in Romance 
Languages and Literature from 
Boston College in 1972. In 1969 
he earned his Master’s from 
Boston College in French 
Literature and was a graduate 
student at the Yenching Institute 
at Harvard in 1964-65, where he 
studied Japanese Language and 
Literature. 

Monsieur Garreau brings an 
innate, international flavor to the 
classroom that most certainly 
could not be taught. Always 
sharply dressed and handsomely 


groomed, this native Frenchman 
has a European flare that he 
cannot, and should not, disguise. 
His enthusiasm towards the 
imparting of knowledge verges 
on the edge of hyper-activity. “I 
am always fascinated with the 
gymnastics of the mind,” he 
exclaims. 

Among his many published 
achievements are his coiitnbu- 
tions to McGraw-Hill 
Encyclopedia of World Drama 
(1984) and UQuest Francais et 
la Francophonie Nord- 
Americaine (1996). Monsieur 
Garreau is modest about being 
versed in seven languages and 
having an understanding of sev¬ 
eral more. An older student, 
who wishes to remain nameless, 
commented, “I figured I was too 
old to learn another language, 
but Monsieur Garreau has 
shown me that it’s never too late 
to learn.”

SGA pushes for increased activities funds

The Student Government 
Association is currently 
researching ways to change the 
way the University allocates 
Student Activity funds. Mary 
Connelly, Student Activities 
Director, announced their plans 
during the Student Leadership 
Dinner on Oct. 8, 2002. 

During the New England 
Association of Schools and 
Colleges (NEAAC), a self-study 
commission for reaccredidation, 
members of SGA began to ques¬ 
tion the discrepancies between 
the student activities resources 
that UML receives and other 
universities that are recognized 
as our peer schools. Currently, 
UML receives a total of 


$263,000, while peer universities 
such as Witchita State University 
in Kansas and the University of 
Louisiana at Lafayette receive 
$4-6 million. 

Student Body President John 
Harrison and other members of 
SGA were given the opportunity 
to conduct on-site research at 
Witchita and Lafayette. The stu¬ 
dents’ main goals were to collect 
information on specific alloca¬ 
tion amounts, examine the dif¬ 
ferent areas that their funds are 
dispersed, and look at the type of 
student leadership system that is 
established. SGA discovered that 
students at our peer schools were 
able to assess themselves and 
decide on the type of resources 
that they wanted. Accountability 
was to and from students, where¬ 
as UMass Lowell is a more 


administrative university. 

The tuition of UML students 
is paid directly to the 
Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and the 
University collects funds from 
student fees. Chancellor William 
T. Hogan allocates that money to 
different areas of the University. 

Of the $263,000 that the 
Student Activities Office 
receives, a percentage is then 
allocated to a committee 
(ADHCXT) formed by clubs that 
are representative of the student 
body. Student Government 
Association, Marching Band, 
WJUL, Activities Commission, 
Off-Broadway Players, Sojum 
(yearbook), and the Connector 
form this committee. The clubs 
then get one vote each to 
approve their budget requests. 


The remaining clubs on campus 
are represented by SGA’s single 
vote and can request funds from 
the allocation by submitting a 
club/organization annual budget 
request each semester. 

“We would like to give stu¬ 
dents more of a sense of owner¬ 
ship,” said Harrison. At Wichita 
State, approximately 90 students 
ran for office during SGA elec¬ 
tions and roughly 2,000 students 
voted. Their student government 
forms a finance committee that 
allocates student activity dis¬ 
bursements to different clubs. 
Clubs and organizations can 
attend open meetings and 
request budget changes in order 
to sponsor more activities or 
changes on campus. 

“We want to make sure the 
students here at the University 


have some of the best opportuni¬ 
ties available to them, both with¬ 
in and outside of the classroom,” 
explained Harrison. “I truly feel 
that you can teach a student 
everything in a classroom within 
an academic setting but you also 
need to give the students the 
opportunity to apply what they 
learned in the classroom outside 
of the classroom. The best place 
to do that is by giving leadership 
opportunities, by giving students 
resources to put into different 
things that happen around cam¬ 
pus, allowing students to plan 
and organize,” he continued. 

On Wednesday, Nov. 6, the 
UMass board of trustees will be 
meeting at UMass Amherst to 
discuss the possibility of increas¬ 
ing student fees due to budget

God and science 

^•Intelligent Oesign*-seminar discusses origin of life

About 45 people gathered at Olney Hall for 
a presentation concerning scientific evidences 
in support of the existence of God, last 
Tuesday. The PowerPoint presentation, enti¬ 
tled Intelligent Design: God <Sl Science Too, 
featured the well-known Dr. Dean Farmer. 

Intelligent Design, or ID, is a hotly debated 
theory on the origin of life. Briefly stated, the 
theory says that life is far to complex to have 
originated solely by natural processes. Citing 
mathematical probabilities and using scientif¬ 
ic laws as their foundation in proving this, 
advocates, such as Farmer, conclude that the 
complexity and order we see in our universe 
could only have come about with the aid of 
an Intelligent Designer. The theory is contest¬ 
ed because many of its findings are problem¬ 
atic to Darwin’s Theory of Evolution. 

This was the second presentation concern¬ 
ing ID Farmer has given at UML, the first 
being in November of last year. 

This presentation covered more philosophi¬ 
cal and religious issues surrounding the ori¬ 
gin of life, than a presentation he did here 
last fall. That presentation adhered strictly to 
mathematical and scientific evidences and 
left the nature of the Intelligent Designer 


undefined. 

In addition to giving an in depth explana¬ 
tion of ID, Farmer addressed arguments 
against the existence of a Supreme Being. 
From a Christian standpoint, he talked specif¬ 
ically about lack of evidence, hypocrisy in 
the religious world, and the problem of suf¬ 
fering. 

In conclusion Farmer urged an attentive 
audience to actively look into the issue of 
life’s origin on their own time. This was fol¬ 
lowed by a question and answer period. 
Afterward, he stayed answering questions on 
an individual basis for nearly a half hour. 

Refreshments were provided, and many 
students stayed to discuss the event. Overall, 
students who attended seemed to have a posi¬ 
tive reaction. A self-proclaimed agnostic, 
Mike Kelleher, said of the event, “I thought it 
really challenged some of my beliefs.” This 
was a common theme in post-event discus¬ 
sion. 

Farmer, who received a Ph.D. in chemistry 
from Brown University, is a biochemist and 
evangelist for the Berlin (Germany) 
International Church of Christ. His presenta¬ 
tion at UML last year attracted over 100 peo¬ 
ple. 

Just as last year, the Political Science 
Department and the Upside Down Club, a 
student organization, co-sponsored the event. 
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As an engineer in 
the U.S. Air Force, 
there’s no telling 
what you’ll work on.

cuts which are likely to happen again before 
Governor Swift leaves office. Harrison is meeting 
with Hogan on Oct. 31 to propose that additional 
funding be taken out of the money generated 
from the fees and put into student activities. This 
would be a *^vm-win” situation according to 
Harrison because if students are forced to pay 
increased fees then they might as well get some¬ 
thing out of it. In this case if students pay more 
money in fees they will see ‘bigger events” on 
campus, according to Harrison. This proposal to 
increase student activity funds will only happen if 


the board of trustees votes to increase student 
fees. 

SGA will make their recommendations in a 
proposal to Hogan, but are currently still in the 
process of researching and organizing informa¬ 
tion. During the open meeting on Oct. 9, 
Chancellor Hogan stated that he would be open to 
review any proposals that students make.

GSA’s October meeting

Debating which graduate 
clubs should be funded, the 
Graduate Student Association 
met earlier this month for their 
monthly meeting. Over twenty 
five graduate students along 
with Mary Connelly, Director of 
Student Activities, Student 
Centers, and Commuter 
Sen ices, and Jerome Hojnacki, 
Dean of the Graduate School 
convened to discuss the recogni¬ 
tion of clubs, new funding pro¬ 
cedures and the budget for this 
year. 

The Executive Committee of 
the GSA recommended that 
graduate athletic groups not be 
funded because the proper 
supen ision for spxjrts clubs is 
the Office of Campus 
Recreation. Connelly mentioned 


that proper supervision of athlet¬ 
ic activities by that office is nec¬ 
essary because of the potential 
liability inherent in sports. 

The GSA also debated the 
merit of having both a Chinese 
Scholars Club as well as a 
Chinese Video Club, as most of 
the members of the video club 
are members of the scholarly 
association. Hojnacki also asked 
them to consider whether the 
GSA should support a Graduate 
Employee Club when there is a 
union for graduate teaching and 
rese^ch assistants. The clubs 
will have to make the case for 
their existence at the November 
meeting. 

In other business, the ExCom 
announced that Janice Larson, 
Student Activities bookkeeper 
would begin processing the 
financial transactions of the 
GSA. Previously the officers 


processed all of the funding 
requests, but with the new 
PeopleSoft system in place, a 
UMass Lowell staff member 
needed to be responsible for 
entering all transactions into the 
system. The GSA will hire a 
part-time student worker to help 
Larson with the paperwork. 

The committee passed the 
budget for the year, including 
funds for clubs, the annual ban¬ 
quet, graduate research grants, 
professional development, fall 
and spring activities, funds for 
committees and general funds. 
Most graduate clubs will receive 
about $500 for the year with 
about $1000 for clubs with over 
100 members. The Professional 
Development Award Committee 
met after the meeting and 
awarded funding for four gradu¬ 
ate students to attend confer¬ 
ences.

The undead reign at UMass

The UMass Lowell Off-Broadway Players 
opened their season on Oct. 24 with their 
highly anticipated and extremely well 
received rendition of the Bram Stoker clas¬ 
sic, Dracula. 

My first reaction as 1 stepped into 
Mahoney Auditorium that night was being 
dazzled by the set that stood on stage. Even 
by professional standards the set was well 
thought-out, meticulously built, and even 
contained a couple of surprises that no one 
could see coming. 

The combination of the colors of the cos¬ 
tumes, the colors of the set, as well as the 
chosen lighting gave an eerily somber feel to 
the entire performance. While the dominant 
colors of the set and costumes were black 
and white as a homage to classic horror 
films, a directorial decision to add a touch of 
red here and there to certain characters’ cos¬ 
tumes told of a sinister foreshadowing. 

A word must be said about the directing as 
well as the technical solidity of the show. 
Kenny Meehan, who directed the produc¬ 
tion, wowed the crowd not only as Dr. 
Seward but also with the creation of one par¬ 
ticularly scary effect; Dracula (played by 


Patrick Kennealy) appears through a translu¬ 
cent section of the back wall, while radiating 
a blood-red glow all around him. Lighting 
was simple, but as the desired intention of 
this production was to focus on the wonder¬ 
ful story, elaborate lighting was inappropri¬ 
ate. The actor’s blocking as well as the fluid¬ 
ity with which they made their entrances and 
exits also deserves a mention. 

I must applaud the bravery of the cast, 
who also doubled as grips. While making 
their final scene change (which involved 
sweeping the set clear of all furniture and 
props) they worked in total darkness. This 
was a well orchestrated change, for it was 
done quickly, quietly and resulted in the set 
being turned into Count Dracula’s lair where 
he lay in his coffin. 

Some comic relief came in the form of an 
inebriated Butterworth, played by James 
Finlay, who during one memorable scene, 
hits on the Maid, Miss Wells (Andrea Luna), 
in his drunken state. A particularly notewor¬ 
thy performance was given by Steven 
Sheppard; although a newcomer to the OBP, 
his rendition of R.M. Renfield was both well 
acted and consistent. 

The cast and technical crew of the Off- 
Broadway Players is to be applauded, for 
bringing a work like Dracula to the stage in

the 21st century is no small task. A show 
such as this that has been performed time 
and time again often runs into the pitfall of 
repetition.

‘Shaman’: Ecstacy for the soul

The dawn of a new millennium is here 
and Santana is at the pinnacle of a remark¬ 
able recording and performing era, display¬ 
ing stay power. He has been creating his 
own unique fusion of passionate, guitar- 
powered music, creatively blending potent 
rock ‘n’ roll with blues-driven elements, 
sensuous Afro-Cuban rhythms, and infu¬ 
sions of numerous other global music gen¬ 
res. 

Santana’s music has outlasted countless 
musical trends and garnered numerous 
awards and honors, including a 1998 induc¬ 
tion into the Rock ‘n’ Roll Hall Of Fame.

Like Supernatural, there are a host full of 
guests on this album, ranging from Musiq 
and Seal to artists like Dido, Macy Gray, 
and Ozomatli. The first single, ‘The Game 
of Love,” features the nineteen-year-old 
songstress Michelle Branch and her acoustic 
guitar. This song blends Michelle’s voice 
and Santana’s soaring electric guitar riffs 
with a 60s rock-latin groove. The line, “It 
takes a little bit of this, a little bit of that.. .A 
little bit of laughs, a little bit of pain,” in the 
chorus tells us all how to play the “game” of 
life and relationships. 

The most interesting tracks on the album 
are “America” and “Why Don’t You & I,” 
highlighted by guests P.O.D. and Chad 


Kroeger respectively. Both tracks fuse the 
rock tendencies of the younger artists with 
Santana adding his classic sound with a lot 
more edge, proving that he can still rock and 
rip it up. 

“The Calling,” featuring Eric Clapton was 
the closing song on Supernatural because it 
was a spiritual and moving piece and the 
perfect way to end a musical journey. The 
same thing takes place on Shaman but with 
the world famous tenor Placido Domingo, 
rather than the traditional R&B, rock, soul 
artist. On “Novus” Santana and Domingo 
compliment each other in a sweet, sensual 
way, with neither trying to out do or over 
power the other.

A murky, rain-infused evening set the perfect 
backdrop for emo rocker.

Ash, unfortunately, played a disappointing clos¬ 
ing set. After more than twenty minutes of setting 
up, the band trudged onstage without even giving 
the crowd a proper welcome! The combination of 
nu-metal and punk-infused power chords was 
decent at first, but with continued listening every 
song became an echo of the one before it. Thirty 
minutes and one set of earplugs later, it was finally 
the time everyone had been anxiously awaiting. 

Stage lights flickered and Chris Carrabba, the 
soul behind Dashboard Confessional, walked 
onstage, only to baffle the crowd by joining his 
band-mates in a powerful mosher-friendly opening 
song. The fact that Chris was even playing with his 
band was completely opposite of his first show at 
the Palladium last July, where he opened for Saves 
the Day. During that performance, Carrabba came 
out with just an acoustic guitar and a stool. 

The rest of the show continued in usual 
Dashboard fashion, the crowd singing along and 
flames from lighters undulating in the pit below a 
seated balcony. Chris sang numerous songs off his 
full-length debut . The Places You_ lffiye_ Oinw to 
F^r the Most. These included the upbeat, “Again 
1 Go Unnoticed,” and the new radio-friendly ditty, 
“Saints and Sailors.” “The Brilliant Dance,” and “ 
The Best Deceptions” were other crowd-pleasers. 

However, the highlight of the show occurred 
when Chris had two boys in the front row escorted 
out of the building. They had been shouting 
obscenities at Chris and telling him that “nobody 


listens to this...” Chris stopped the show and 
replied by asking the boys why they wanted to 
make people feel bad and why they would waste 
their time at his show if they didn’t want to be 
there. After they were escorted out, Chris turned 
back to the audience and apologized, then added, 
“We have a name for those two...” Somehow that 
last word escaped this article! 

The show continued without another interrup¬ 
tion, as fans stood in a zombie-like trance, caught 
up in the atmosphere and the rhythm of the music. 
In this state, all problems seem to melt away.

Forget Headbangers Ball. I’m serious. Let it 
go.

Matured Petty and Heartbreakers

Very few rock bands have been able to 
survive for over a quarter century, as is 
the case for Tom Petty and the 
Heartbreakers. When first arriving on the 
scene in 1976, the groups trademark 
sound was hard-driving rock & roll, but 
as time went on the band evolved and 
with the 1994 Wildflowers release many 
of us thought that the Heartbreakers were 
now just a soft rock band with little to 
say. 

So, does this mean commercial failure, 
or, even worse, artistic failure for Tom 
Petty and the Heartbreakers? The answer 
is a resounding “NO!” Very little of this 
CD could ever be thought-of as main¬ 
stream radio music, but that’s not the tar¬ 
get audience. This latest release is simply 
another stage of the band’s evolving 
music and artistry. The audience the band 
is targeting is the forty-something and 


fifty-something crowd that has grown and 
matured along with Petty. 

As I thought of earlier Heartbreaker 
albums prior to even opening this one. I’ll 
admit to anticipating much of what I got 
because of the previously mentioned 
“going’ soft” on Wildflowers. However, 1 
can hear what Tom Petty and the 
Heartbreakers are trying to do. In their 
attempt to appeal to their old-time listen¬ 
ers, they’re showing their social con¬ 
sciousness and reminding them of societal 
obligations, the hypocrisy of much of 
society, and the commercialization and 
incorporation of “everyday life.” 

In the album’s title track we’re told of 
the radio station dinosaur who wants to 
play his own choices of music; one can 
almost feel the angst he feels “as we cele¬ 
brate mediocrity.” “Money Becomes 
King” is a ballad longing for the old days 
“about a time where everything wasn’t up 
for sale.” In this one Petty laments what 
he and virtually every other rocker has 
had to resort to, commercial sponsorship 


for major tours w hich has in turn has 
caused them to lose so much control over 
their artistry and their ability to reach out 
to a younger audience. If the listener 
needs one final reminder of the good old 
protest days, track 11 will bring him right 
there with the Bob Dylanesque “Have 


’ ‘Last DJ’ 

Love Will Travel.” 

If you’ve always been a hard core Tom 
Petty fan, than you’ll need this one for 
your collection. Otherwise, the winter 
holidays are coming, and this may be just 
the perfect gift for a parent or older 
friend.

For the first time in 20 years the Lady River Hawks 
progress to the Northeast-10 Conference playoffs. The field 
hockey team holds a 9-8 record overall and 6-4 record in the 
NE-10.
